WARNINGS 
Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld gave forth the 
other day with a few more of the military facts of life 
which are causing so much anxiety to people who take 
the Soviet threat to his country seriously. 
Meeting with reporters at the Pentagon, Rumsfeld 
brought them up to date on Soviet missile developments 
since his report to Congress last January. 
Rumsfeld said the Soviets are pressing ahead with 
aggressive programs of unprecedented scope to develop 
both ICBMs and submarine* launched missiles. The 
development of multiple warhead missiles, according to 
Rumsfeld, has proceeded “at a little faster deployment 
rate than anticipated in January.” Additionally, he said 
that the Soviet ICBM force now has deployed 100 of the 
huge SS-18 ICBMs, which can hurl a 15,000 pound 
warhead, with up to eight independently targeted 
warheads, between continents. 
Even if a SALT II strategic arms limitation treaty is 
signed with the Soviets, according to Rumsfeld it will not 
prevent the Soviets from achieving more nuclear 
striking power than the U.S. This is because the Soviets 
could achieve an imbalance of power with the U.S. by 
combining weapons permitted within its limits and 
“gray area” weapons which are not included in the 
treaty’s limitations. 
Most significantly, Rumsfeld reported that the Soviets 
have a steady building program “which could carry 
them toward a capability in excess of that needed merely 
to deter nuclear war.” Asked why, he replied that “they 
are clearly striving not to be on the losing side” in any 
nuclear war. 
What the Secretary of Defense was saying, in other 
words, is that Russia is aiming for a first- strike 
capability which will allow her to fight and win a nuclear 
war against the United States. 
So the warnings keep coming. Is the message getting 
through, America? If it doesn’t, our present domestic 
debates may become only pages in history books, whose 
future chapters will be written by the new communist 
world rulers.

Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld gave forth the 
other day with a few more of the military facts of life 
which are causing so much anxiety to people who take 
the Soviet threat to his country seriously. 
Meeting with reporters at the Pentagon, Rumsfeld 
brought them up to date on Soviet missile developments 
since his report to Congress last January. 
Rumsfeld said the Soviets are pressing ahead with 
aggressive programs of unprecedented scope to develop 
both ICBMs and submarine- launched missiles. The 
development of multiple warhead missiles, according to 
Rumsfeld, has proceeded “at a little faster deployment 
rate than anticipated in January.” Additionally, he said 
that the Soviet ICBM force now has deployed 100 of the 
huge SS-18 ICBMs, which can hurl a 15,000 pound 
warhead, with up to eight independently targeted 
warheads, between continents. 
Even if a SALT II strategic arms limitation treaty is 
signed with the Soviets, according to Rumsfeld it will not 
prevent the Soviets from achieving more nuclear 
striking power than the U.S. This is because the Soviets 
could achieve an imbalance of power with the U.S. by 
combining weapons permitted within its limits and 
“gray area” weapons which are not included in the 
treaty’s limitations. 
Most significantly, Rumsfeld reported that the Soviets 
have a steady building program “which could carry 
them toward a capability in excess of that needed merely 
to deter nuclear war.” Asked why, he replied that “they 
are clearly striving not to be on the losing side” in any 
nuclear war. 
What the Secretary of Defense was saying, in other 
words, is that Russia is aiming for a first- strike 
capability which will allow her to fight and win a nuclear 
war against the United States. 
So the warnings keep coming. Is the message getting 
through, America? If it doesn’t, our present domestic 
debates may become only pages in history books, whose 
future chapters will be written by the new communist 
world rulers.

Kitchen Sponge 
Enters Surgery 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - The 
housewife’s common plastic 
sponge is getting to be as useful 
in medicine as it is in the kit­ 
chen. 
To torm these sponges, poly­ 
vinyl alcohol is converted into a 
sponge-like substance by foam­ 
ing agents and then hardened 
with formaldehyde. The mate­ 
rial is inert, compressible by 10- 
15 to 1 when wet and has a 
plastic memory so it can re­ 
sume its original shape when 
not under pressure. It is com­ 
patible with human tissues and 
the body won’t reject it. 
The latest application in 
medicine was devised by three 
radiologists at the University of 
Minnesota Hospitals here. Tiny 
amounts of the sponge are 
placed on the tip of a catheter 
and, under x-ray control, in­ 
serted in a blood vessel to halt 
bleeding or to rob a tumor of its 
blood supply. 
Physicians have also used the 
plastic sponge material as a 
skin substitute in burn patients, 
as a nonsurgical closure of a 
heart channel in newborn 
babies and as a synthetic mate­ 
rial in the early days of heart 
surgery.

It is com­ 
patible with human tissues and 
the body won’t reject it. 
The latest application in 
medicine was devised by three 
radiologists at the University of 
Minnesota Hospitals here. Tiny 
amounts of the sponge are 
placed on the tip of a catheter 
and, under x-ray control, in­ 
serted in a blood vessel to halt 
bleeding or to rob a tumor of its 
blood supply. 
Physicians have also used the 
plastic sponge m aterial as a 
skin substitute in burn patients, 
as a nonsurgical closure of a 
heart channel in newborn 
babies and as a synthetic mate­ 
rial in the early days of heart 
surgery.

Phelps, Rabbitt battle in livelier race than usual

JEFFERSON CITY — At 
the Missouri-North Carolina 
football game House Speaker 
Richard Ratyrftt, Democratic 
candidate for Lt. Governor, 
found himself face-to-face 
with Republican Lt. Governor 
William Phelps. 


“Out of 80,000 posrible 
persons attending that game I 
would have to run into him," 
Rabbitt said with a chuckle. 
It probably will not be the 
last time the two candidates 
cross the same path as they 
scurry across Missouri in 
search of votes. 
By all indications the 
lieutenant governor's race 
will be a close one. A poll 
commissioned 
by 
Gov. 
Christopher Bond's campaign 
in early September puts U. 
Gov. Phelps narrowly behind 
Rabbitt, even though Bond 
substantially 
leads 
his 
Democratic rival, Joseph 
Teasdale. 


The poll raises the specter of 
a Bond-Rabbitt administra­ 
tion, 
something 
neither 
Democrats nor Republicans 
prefer. If Bond and Rabbitt 
are elected in November, it 
would mark the first time 
since 1844 that Missouri’s 
Governor and Lt Governor 
have come from different par­ 
ties. 


In 1840 voters elected 
Republican Forrast C. Donnell 
as governor and Democrat 
Frank Gaines Harris as 
lieutenant governor. 
Phelps is campaigning hard 
to convince voters that a 
Bond-Rabbitt or a Teasdale- 
Phelps administration would 
be “disastrous" for the state. 


“It would be a tragedy," 
Phelps says. “Obviously the 
governor needs help from the 
lieutenant governor. There 
are enough checks and 
balances that we don't need a 
critic in the lieutenant 
governor’s office. That type of 
lieutenant governor could 
assume policies of his own." 


Even though Rabbitt would 
rather serve under Teasdale, 
he 
is 
not discouraging 
speculation about a Bond- 
Rabbitt administration. 
“As lieutenant governor, I 
■ 
I to have a great deal of 
Hhience with the legislative 
process. And this is something 
I can help any governor who’s 
elected — either Bond or 
Teasdale," Rabbitt says. 
Rabbitt dismisses the notion 
he would try to change the 
governor's policies when the 
governor left the state. 
“No one in his right mind 
would try and redirect the 
governor's policies when the 
governor is absent," Rabbitt 
says. “On the other hand, if it 
had the effect of keeping the 
governor home more, then he 
might follow his own advice 


and vacation in Missouri." 
But Bond and Phelps stress 
the need for cooperation 
between the two highest 
elected offices in the state. To 
get the message across they 
are running under the slogan 
“Missouri's First Team," 
even though voters vote 
separately for governor and 
lieutenant governor. 
Phelps stresses the need for 
this team to be preserved. 
“Bond and I have a good 
working relationship. I'm 
honored to be involved with 
the decision-making at the top 
levels," he says. 
Rabbitt believes there are 
other reasons for the “team" 
campaign concept. 
“I think it’s obvious what is 
happening. Last time Phelps 
ran 200,000 votes behind 
Bond," 
Rabbitt 
says. 
“They're trying to bring him 
on Bond’s coattails and 
Danforth’s coattails. But I 
don’t think it's going to work." 
Rabbitt believes it is not 
going to work because what he 
calls 
" th e 
lack 
of 
accomplishment" in Phelps’ 
office. 
“I think what he has done in 
the last four years is act as an 
assistant or, as I use the term, 
an 
errand-boy 
for 
the 
governor," Rabbitt says. “I 
think the lieutenant governor 
should work as a liaison 
between the legislative and 
the executive levels of 
government. 
“Phelps, of course, has 


failed to do that He has no 
respect in the State Senate and 
very little in the House." 
As in most other states, 
M issouri’s 
lieutenant 
governor serves as the 
Senate’s president. Phelps' 
energetic use of that position 
in 1973 brought about a 
Supreme Court case which 
limited his duties to regulating 
floor debate. 
That Supreme Court battle 
was 
touched 
off 
when 
Democratic senators refused 
one day to allow Phelps to 
assume his position on the 
podium. 
When 
Phelps 
persisted, senators ordered 
the sergeants-at-arms to 
physically remove him from 
the chamber. 
Two of them clamped their 
arms around Phelps and 
escorted him back to his 
office. The court suit followed 
immediately. 
Rabbitt contends that with 
his IS years of experience in 
the House he is better 
equipped to handle the 
legislature. 
Phelps sharply disagrees. 
He says his 12 years in the 
General Assembly makes him 
qualified to deal with the 
legislature. Phelps points out 
disagrees.

“I’ve been creative and 


innovative in my office. I also 
have 
initiated

programs. All Rabbitt is 
capable of doing is belittling 
and downgrading the things 
we want," Phelps says. “If 
that’s the way he looks at it, 
then we don’t need Richard 
Rabbitt." 
Phelps points out his 
ombudsman program, which 
helps citizens solve problems 
with state agencies, as proof 
of his leadership ability. In 
addition, Phelps says he is the 
M issouri 
V olunteer 
coordinator, the chairman of 
the 
1976 
G overnor’s 
Conference on Education and 
director of LEAP (Loaned 
Executive Action Program). 
Such activities, according to 
Phelps requires a “full-time" 
lieutenant governor, even 
though foe job traditionally 
has been part-time. 
Phelps utilizes his “full­ 
time" image in foe campaign 
by frequently introducing 
himself as “full-time" Phelps. 
His campaign literature 
depicts the Missouri State 
Capitol at night with a lone 
light shining from his office 
window. 
“I pledged to give up 
my Kansas City law practice 
and did," Phelps says. “The 
lieutenant governorship is 
my occupation now. As my 
wife Joanne says, it’s not only 
full-time but also over time." 
" Rabbitt takes issue with* 
Phelps’ definition of full-time. 
“He tries to give this 


impression to foe people that 
he hasn’t any other business, 
but he does have another 
business," Rabbitt says. 
“I don’t think he’s been 
devoting all his time to the 
state. Of course the most 
important thing is what 
remits you get. And I don’t 
think you can really show any 
accomplishments in the last 
four years." 
Rabbitt points to what he 
calls 
Phelps’ 
"o th er 
interests." Immediately after 
he 
became 
lieutenant 
governor, 
Phelps built a 
building in Nevada and leased 
part of it to foe Federal 
government, Rabbitt says. 
Rabbitt also charges that 
Phelps receives a salary from 
a bank in Columbus, Kan. 
Phelps contends his real 
estate 
investments 
are 
investments and not jobs. He 
does not see any problem with 
leasing rooms to the federal 
government because anyone 
could have submitted a bid for 
foe federal business. 
Phelps also does not see any 
conflict with his out-of-state 
investments and membership 
on a Kansas bank board. He 
says the investments are 
proper and do not interfere 
with his job. 


“I disclosed my assets and 
income from last year. I’d like 
to see Mr. Rabbitt do the 
same," Phelps says. 
Rabbitt 
also 
attacks 
Phelps’s voting record in the 


House as evidence that Phelps 
is not full-time. He charges 
that the lieutenant governor 
cast tie-breaking votes in the 
Senate only 20 per cent of the 
time. 
Rabbitt figures there were 
10 such opportunities during 
Phelps’ term. Out of that 10 he 
was absent for five. When he 
was present, he voted only 
twice, Rabbitt says. 
Phelps charges Rabbitt 
“with a complete distortion of 
foe facts." He blames his 
absences on occasions he was 
acting governor, the 1873 
flood-relief coordinator and 
when he was unconstitutional­ 
ly barred from being Presi­ 
dent of foe Senate. 
“It’s unfair to level the 
charge I wasn’t there 50 per 
cent of the time when I was 
there 94 per cent,” Phelps 
says. 
The barbs each candidate 
cast at each other are likely to 
increase as foe campaign 
swings into the final weeks. 
“I really don’t get along 
with 
Richard 
Rabbitt," 
Phelps says. “I’ve always 
disagreed with foe type of 
things Rabbitt represents. 
He’s the kind of person that 
puts foe politician before the 
public." 
Rabbitt’s campaign 
is 
relatively small. The only paid 
staff member is the campaign 
manager. For this reason, the 
campaign 
depends 
on 
volunteers. 
Rabbitt is touring foe state 


in a van, driven by his 
nephew, Joe Rabbitt Rabbitt 
and his wife are visiting 
precincts and numerous 
counties. 
Phelps’ campaign is more 
structured with two paid staff 
members. Phelps’ campaign, 
like that of Gov. Bond’s, is 
assisted by John Deardourff 
Associates of Washington, 
B.C. 
This campaign organi­ 
sation, which caters to Re­ 
publican candidates, has 
run very effective campaigns 
in Ohio, Michigan and on the 
national level. This year, 
Deardourff is advising the 
Ford campaign as well. 
When Phelps cannot use 
state transportation, he rides 
around in a 1972 Chevrolet 
with more than 90,000 miles on 
the odometer. Like the 
Rabbitt campaign, 
his 
schedule is flexible and hectic. 
Both candidates naturally 
ire convinced their efforts 
will be rewarded by the voters 
in November. 


“I think we're going to win," 
Phelps says. “We’ve got a 
solid record of performance. 1 
can’t believe foe people will 
reject that.” 


Rabbitt is just as optimistic. 
“I think my campaign is going 
very well," Rabbitt says. “I . 
feel I’m doing everything 
possible with the limited 
-resurces I have available to 
bring my message to the 
people." 
Kirkpatrick, Huffman race promises to break one record

JEFFERSON CITY - This 
year's race for Secretary of 
State between Rep. Mildred 
Huffman, R-Chesterfield, and 
incumbent Democrat James 
Kirkpatrick will not break any 
records for excitement or 
controversy, but the outcome 
of the race is certain to break 
Missouri political tradition. 
If elected, Mrs. Huffman 
would become the first woman 
ever to hold statewide office in 
Missouri. If 
re-elected, 
Kirkpatrick would become the 
longest serving elected state 
official in history, already 
having served 12 years. 
Despite the lack of issues, 
Mrs. Huffman has stumped 
the state attempting to 
stimulate interest in a 
traditionally 
uninteresting 
race. 
The 71-year-old Kirkpatrick, 
known for his personable 
campaigning 
and political 
popularity, also has pumped 
his share of hands. “I’m doing 
as much campaigning as I’ve 
overdone," he said. 
Neither sex 
nor age, 
however, has become an issue 
in the campaign. Kirkpatrick 
raises no issues — “I'm just 
running on my record," he 
said. 
All attempts at controversy 
are the sole responsibility of 
Mrs. Huffman, who gave up a 
secure legislative seat to 
challenge the politically 


formidable Kirkpatrick. To 
date, she has attacked his 
record on at least four points: 
—His efforts to personalize 
the state manual by changing 
its color from blue to green 
(Kirkpatrick’s 
campaign 
color). 
—His failure to support the 
state’s campaign reporting 
law passed by voters in 1974. 
—IBs failure to modernize 
office operations. 
—His 
handling 
of 
nominating petitions to place 
independent candidates on the 
state ballot. 
Mrs. Huffman promises to 
restore blue as the color of the 
state manual, although she 
realizes that “the state of 
Missouri would not rise or fall 
regardless of foe color. His 
changing the color was just a 
gimmick to mix political 
campaigning with official 
duties," she said. 
Kirkpatrick does not worry 
about foe color-of-the-manual 
scandal. “You can’t separate 
political campaigning from 
the duties of an office. You 
campaign every day you’re in 
office by the very fact that you 
do a good or bad job," he said. 
Mrs. 
Huffman 
said 
Kirkpatrick did not fulfill his 
duties as the state’s chief 
election official because he did 
not support the campaign 
finance law. 
“He did nothing to improve 
the law; he did not participate 
in any suggestions to make a 
good law. He just said it was 


bad, and that was that," she 
said. 
Kirkpatrick said, 
“She 
doesn’t know what she’s 
talking about. I’ve strongly 
supported and still support the 
full and complete disclosure of 
campaign 
funds 
and 
expenditures ahead of foe 
election by those of us who 
receive a salary from political 
office. I attended all the 
hearings, but I have yet to see 
Mrs. Huffman at any of. 
them.” 


Mrs. Huffman pledges to 
modernize foe Secretary of 
State office and alleges that 
Kirkpatrick 
has 
been 
inefficient, unorganized and 


old-fashioned. 
“Records are kept on an 
unmodernized basis, and I’ve 
had people tell me they’ve 
spent three days looking for 
the records they needed from 
the office. I would set up a 
more refined system of 
record-keeping by using 
computers, especially for

corporations," she said. 
Kirkpatrick said his office is 
already using computers.

3 nations sign protection plan 


WASHINGTON - The United 
States, Mexico and Canada 
officially have joined forces to 
fight the harmful plant pests 
they now share and to guard 
against new ones, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced. 
Agricultural representatives 
from the three countries signed 
the North American Plant 
Protection Agreement - a pact 
which will unify efforts to solve 
“continental” pest problems. 
Signing the agreement for the 
United States was Dr. Francis J. 
Mulhern, administrator of 
USDA’s 
Animal and Plant 
Health 
Inspection 
Service 
(APHIS). Representing Mexico 


was 
Ing. 
Benjamin Ortega 
Cantero, director general de 
Sanidad Vegetal, Secretaria de 
Agriculture y Ganaderia. Dr. 
Donald S. MacLachlen, director 
of the Canadian Department of 
Agriculture’s Plant Protection 
Division, signed for Canada. 


“The new agreement allows 
us to deal more effectively with 
destructive pests of 
mutal 
concern to the North American 
community," said Dr. Mulhern. 
“We can now approach plant 
protection on a continental 
basis, rather than country-by- 
country.” 


The agreement - in the works 
since 1973 - formalizes working 


relationships among Mexican, 
American and Canadian plant 
protection agencies. It also 
gives 
legal 
authority 
to 
programs, 
standards 
and 
regulations adopted for pest 
control 
throughout 
North 
America. 
The new agreement enables 
signing countries to merge their 
anti-pest programs as the need 
arises. It also lends uniformity 
to regulations governing such 
procedures 
as

garbage disposal and im­ 
portation of used farm equip­ 
ment. Currently, both are major 
channels for pests “hitchhiking” 
into, and within, North America.

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Phelps, Rabbitt battle in livelier race than usual

JEFFERSON CITY - At 
the Missouri-North Carolina 
football game House Speaker 
Richard Rabbitt, Democratic 
candidate for Lt. Governor, 
found 
himself 
face-to-face 
with Republican Lt. Governor 
William Phelps. 


“Out 
of 
60,000 
possible 
persons attending that game I 
would have to run into him,” 
Rabbitt said with a chuckle. 
It probably will not be the 
last time the two candidates 
cross the same path as they 
scurry across Missouri in 
search of votes. 
By 
all 
indications 
the 
lieutenant 
governor’s 
race 
will be a close one. A poll 
commissioned 
by 
Gov. 
Christopher Bond’s campaign 
in early September puts Lt. 
Gov. Phelps narrowly behind 
Rabbitt, even though Bond 
substantially 
leads 
his 
Democratic 
rival, 
Joseph 
Teasdale. 


The poll raises the specter of 
a Bond-Rabbitt administra­ 
tion, 
something 
neither 
Democrats nor Republicans 
prefer. If Bond and Rabbitt 
are elected in November, it 
would mark the first time 
since 1944 that Missouri’s 
Governor and Lt. Governor 
have come from different par­ 
ties. 


In 
1940 
voters 
elected 
Republican Forrest C. Donnell 
as governor and Democrat 
Frank 
Gaines 
Harris 
as 
lieutenant governor. 
Phelps is campaigning hard 
to convince voters that a 
Bond-Rabbitt or a Teasdale- 
Phelps administration would 
be “disastrous” for the state. 


“It would be a tragedy,” 
Phelps says. “Obviously the 
governor needs help from the 
lieutenant governor. There 
are 
enough 
checks 
and 
balances that we don’t need a 
critic 
in 
the 
lieutenant 
governor’s office. That type of 
lieutenant 
governor 
could 
assume policies of his own.” 


Even though Rabbitt would 
rather serve under Teasdale, 
he 
is 
not 
discouraging 
speculation about a Bond- 
Rabbitt administration. 
“As lieutenant governor, I 
hope to have a great deal of 
influence with the legislative 
process. And this is something 
I can help any governor who’s 
elected — either Bond or 
Teasdale,” Rabbitt says. 
Rabbitt dismisses the notion 
he would try to change the 
governor’s policies when the 
governor left the state. 
“No one in his right mind 
would try and redirect the 
governor's policies when the 
governor is absent," Rabbitt 
says. “On the other hand, if it 
had the effect of keeping the 
governor home more, then he 
might follow his own advice 


and vacation in Missouri.” 
But Bond and Phelps stress 
the 
need 
for 
cooperation 
between 
the 
two 
highest 
elected offices in the state. To 
get the message across they 
are running under the slogan 
“Missouri’s 
First Team,” 
even 
though 
voters 
vote 
separately for governor and 
lieutenant governor. 
Phelps stresses the need for 
this team to be preserved. 
“Bond and I have a good 
working 
relationship. 
I’m 
honored to be involved with 
the decision-making at the top 
levels,” he says. 
Rabbitt believes there are 
other reasons for the “team” 
campaign concept. 
“I think it’s obvious what is 
happening. Last time Phelps 
ran 
200,000 
votes 
behind 
Bond,” 
R abbitt 
says. 
“They’re trying to bring him 
on 
Bond’s 
coattails 
and 
Danforth’s coattails. But I 
don’t think it’s going to work.” 
Rabbitt believes it is not 
going to work because what he 
c a lls 
" th e 
lack 
of 
accomplishment" in Phelps’ 
office. 
“I think what he has done in 
the last four years is act as an 
assistant or, as I use the term, 
an 
errand-boy 
for 
the 
governor,” Rabbitt says. “I 
think the lieutenant governor 
should work as a liaison 
between the legislative and 
the 
executive 
levels 
of 
government. 
“Phelps, of course, has 


failed to do that. He has no 
respect in the State Senate and 
very little in the House.” 
As in most other states, 
M isso u ri's 
lie u te n a n t 
governor 
serves 
as 
the 
Senate’s president. Phelp3’ 
energetic use of that position 
in 
1973 
brought 
about 
a 
Supreme Court case which 
limited his duties to regulating 
floor debate. 
That Supreme Court battle 
was 
touched 
off 
when 
Democratic senators refused 
one day to allow Phelps to 
assume his position on the 
podium. 
When 
Phelps 
persisted, senators ordered 
the 
sergeants-at-arms 
to 
physically remove him from 
the chamber. 
Two of them clamped their 
arms around 
Phelps 
and 
escorted him back to his 
office. The court suit followed 
immediately. 
Rabbitt contends that with 
his 15 years of experience in 
the 
House 
he 
is 
better 
equipped 
to 
handle 
the 
legislature. 
Phelps sharply disagrees. 
He says his 12 years in the 
General Assembly makes him 
qualified to deal with the 
legislature. Phelps points out 
disagrees.

legislature. Phelps points out 
*his 
achievements 
in 
the' 
lieutenant governor’s office. 
“I’ve been creative and 


innovative in my office. I also 
have

programs. 
All 
Rabbitt 
is 
capable of doing is belittling 
and downgrading the things 
we want,” Phelps says. “If 
that’s the way he looks at it, 
then we don’t need Richard 
Rabbitt.” 
Phelps 
points 
out 
his 
ombudsman program, which 
helps citizens solve problems 
with state agencies, as proof 
of his leadership ability. In 
addition, Phelps says he is the 
M isso u ri 
V o lu n te e r 
coordinator, the chairman of 
the 
1976 
G o v e rn o r’s 
Conference on Education and 
director of LEAP (Loaned 
Executive Action Program). 
Such activities, according to 
Phelps requires a “full-time” 
lieutenant 
governor, 
even 
though the job traditionally 
has been part-time. 
Phelps utilizes his “full­ 
time” image in the campaign 
by 
frequently 
introducing 
himself as “full-time” Phelps. 
His 
campaign 
literature 
depicts the Missouri State 
Capitol at night with a lone 
light shining from his office 
window 
“ I 
pledged 
to give 
up 
my Kansas City law practice 
and did," Phelps says. “The 
lieutenant 
governorship 
is 
my occupation now. As my 
wife Joanne says, it’s not only 
full-time but also over time." 
“* Rabbitt takes issue with 
Phelps’ definition of full-time. 
“ He 
tries 
to 
give 
this 


impression to the people that 
he hasn’t any other business, 
but he does have another 
business," Rabbitt says. 
“I don’t think he’s been 
devoting all his time to the 
state. Of course the most 
important 
thing 
is 
what 
results you get. And I don’t 
think you can really show any 
accomplishments in the last 
four years.” 
Rabbitt points to what he 
c a lls 
P h e lp s ’ 
" o th e r 
interests.” Immediately after 
he

lieutenant 
governor, 
Phelps 
built 
a 
building in Nevada and leased 
part of it to the Federal 
government, Rabbitt says. 
Rabbitt also charges that 
Phelps receives a salary from 
a bank in Columbus, Kan. 
Phelps contends his real 
estate 
investments 
are 
investments and not jobs. He 
does not see any problem with 
leasing rooms to the federal 
government because anyone 
could have submitted a bid for 
the federal business 


Phelps also does not see any 
conflict with his out-of-state 
investments and membership 
on a Kansas bank board. He 
says the 
investments 
are 
proper and do not interfere 
with his job. 


“I disclosed my assets and 
income from last year. I’d like 
to see Mr. Rabbitt do the 
“ same,” Phelps says. 
R abbitt 
also 
a tta c k s 
Phelps’s voting record in the 


House as evidence that Phelps 
is not full-time. He chargee 
that the lieutenant governor 
cast tie-breaking votes in the 
Senate only 20 per cent of the 
time. 
Rabbitt figures there were 
10 such opportunities during 
Phelps' term. Out of that 10 he 
was absent for five. When he 
was present, he voted only 
twice, Rabbitt says. 
Phelps 
charges 
Rabbitt 
"with a complete distortion of 
the facts.” He blames his 
absences on occasions he was 
acting 
governor, the 
1973 
flood-relief coordinator and 
when he was unconstitutional­ 
ly barred from being Presi­ 
dent of the Senate. 
“It’s unfair to level the 
charge I wasn’t there 50 per 
cent of the time when I was 
there 94 per cent,” Phelps 
says. 
The barbs each candidate 
cast at each other are likely to 
increase as the campaign 
swings into the final weeks. 
“I really don’t get along 
with 
Richard 
Rabbitt,” 
Phelps says. “I've always 
disagreed with the type of 
things 
Rabbitt 
represents. 
He's the kind of person that 
puts the politician before the 
public.” 
R abbitt’s 
campaign 
is 
relatively small. The only paid 
staff member is the campaign 
manager. For this reason, the 
-cam paign 
depends 
on 
volunteers. 
Rabbitt is touring the state 


in a van, driven by his 
nephew, Joe Rabbitt. Rabbitt 
and his wife are visiting 
precincts 
and 
numerous 
counties. 
Phelps’ campaign is more 
structured with two paid staff 
members. Phelps’ campaign, 
like that of Gov. Bond’s, is 
assisted by John Deardourff 
Associates 
of 
Washington, 
DC. 
This 
campaign 
organi­ 
zation, which caters to Re­ 
publican 
candidates, 
has 
run very effective campaigns 
in Ohio, Michigan and on the 
national 
level. 
This year, 
Deardourff is advising the 
Ford campaign as well. 
When Phelps cannot use 
state transportation, he rides 
around in a 1972 Chevrolet 
with more than 90,000 miles on 
the 
odometer. 
Like 
the 
R abbitt 
cam paign, 
his 
schedule is flexible and hectic. 
Both candidates naturally 
are convinced their efforts 
will be rewarded by the voters 
in November. 


“I think we’re going to win,” 
Phelps says. “We’ve got a 
solid record of performance. I 
can’t believe the people will 
reject that.” 


Rabbitt is just as optimistic. 
“I think my campaign is going 
very well,” Rabbitt says. “I

Kirkpatrick, Huffman race promises to break one record

JEFFERSON CITY - This 
year’s race for Secretary of 
State between Rep. Mildred 
Huffman, R-Chesterfield, and 
incumbent Democrat James 
Kirkpatrick will not break any 
records for excitement or 
controversy, but the outcome 
of the race is certain to break 
Missouri political tradition. 
If elected, Mrs. Huffman 
would become the first woman 
ever to hold statewide office in 
Missouri. 
If 
re-elected, 
Kirkpatrick would become the 
longest serving elected state 
official in history, already 
having served 12 years. 
Despite the lack of issues, 
Mrs. Huffman has stumped 
the 
state 
attempting 
to 
stimulate 
interest 
in 
a 
traditionally 
uninteresting 
race. 
The 71-year-old Kirkpatrick, 
known for 
his personable 
campaigning 
and 
political 
popularity, also has pumped 
his share of hands. “I’m doing 
as much campaigning as I’ve 
ever done,” he said. 
Neither 
sex 
nor 
age, 
however, has become an issue 
m the campaign. Kirkpatrick 
raises no issues — “I’m just 
running on my record,” he 
said. 
All attempts at controversy 
are the sole responsibility of 
Mrs. Huffman, who gave up a 
secure 
legislative 
seat to 
challenge 
the 
politically 


formidable Kirkpatrick. To 
date, she has attacked his 
record on at least four points: 
—His efforts to personalize 
the state manual by changing 
its color from blue to green 
(Kirkpatrick’s 
campaign 
color). 
—His failure to support the 
state’s campaign reporting 
law passed by voters in 1974. 
—His failure to modernize 
office operations. 
— H is 
h a ndl i n g 
of 
nominating petitions to place 
independent candidates on the 
state ballot. 
Mrs. Huffman promises to 
restore blue as the color of the 
state manual, although she 
realizes that “the state of 
Missouri would not rise or fall 
regardless of the color. His 
changing the color was just a 
gimmick 
to 
mix 
political 
campaigning 
with 
official 
duties,” she said. 
Kirkpatrick does not worry 
about the color-of-the-manual 
scandal. “You can’t separate 
political campaigning from 
the duties of an office. You 
campaign every day you’re in 
office by the very fact that you 
do a good or bad job," he said. 
Mrs. 
Hu f fma n 
said 
Kirkpatrick did not fulfill his 
duties as the state’s chief 
election official because he did 
not support the campaign 
finance law. 
“ He did nothing to improve 
the law; he did not participate 
in any suggestions to make a 
good law. He just said it was 


bad, and that was that,” she 
said. 
Kirkpatrick 
said, 
“She 
doesn’t 
know 
what 
she’s 
talking about. I’ve strongly 
supported and still support the 
full and complete disclosure of 
c a m p a i g n 
funds 
and 
expenditures ahead of the 
election by those of us who 
receive a salary from political 
office. I attended all the 
hearings, but 1 have yet to see 
Mrs. 
Huffman at any of 
them.” 


Mrs. Huffman pledges to 
modernize the Secretary of 
State office and alleges that 
Kirkpatrick 
has 
been 
inefficient, unorganized and 


old-fashioned. 
“Records are kept on an 
unmodemized basis, and I’ve 
had people tell me they’ve 
spent three days looking for 
the records they needed from 
the office. I would set up a 
more 
refined 
system 
of 
record-keeping 
by 
using 
computers, 
especially 
for 
taxing 
a nd 
licensing 
corporations,” she said. 
Kirkpatrick said his office is 
already 
using 
computers. 
"We’re using computers for 
information 
from

said.

recom m ends 
increased statewide planning 
and funding of education and 
services related to pre-school 
children and their parents. 
The “Early Childhood and 
P a re n t 
E d u c a tio n ” 
recommendations 
will 
be 
considered by the 700-member 
governor’s conference when it 
convenes Dec. 2 in Columbia. 
The conference, established 
by Gov. Christopher S. Bond, 
is charged with recommend­ 
ing goals for education in 
Missouri which will serve as a 
basis of direction for public 
education during the 
next 
quarter century. 
The conference, chaired by 
I,t. Gov. William C. Phelps, 
will consider recommenda­ 
tions in four other areas of 
concentration — educational 
finance, 
governance, 
ac­ 
countability and vocational 
education. 
In 
the 
area 
of 
early 
childhood 
and 
parent 
education, 
the 
steering 
committee’s 
recommenda­ 
tions concentrate on programs 
educating both the pre-school 
child and his parent. 
The report calls for the 
establishment and implemen­ 
tation of a statewide plan 
for services related to the 
development and learning of 
children from birth to age six. 
This 
plan 
would 
be 
developed 
through 
the 
Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education, and 
would include all agencies 
having 
responsibility 
for 
services to young children. It 
would 
be 
used 
to 
avoid 
duplication and fragmentation 
of services and to provide for 
greater 
equalization 
of 
services throughout the state, 
the report says. 
The 
state 
education 
departm ent 
would 
be 
responsible for coordinating 
these agencies, but would not 
be responsible for creating 
new services or agencies. 
The report also suggests 
that the state department of 
education begin a statewide 
media campaign intended to 
create public awareness and 
educate 
parents 
on 
the 
importance of early childhood 
learning 
The 
School 
Foundation 
Formula should be revised to 
fund 
parent 
and 
child 
education 
programs 
and 
services, 
and 
make 
them 
available 
to families with 
children from birth to age 
five, the report says This also 
would include early childhood 
special education programs. 
"It should be noted that 
assisting parents in fostering 
the child’s development and 
learning m the home can be 
done 
for 
little 
cost 
as 
compared to programs in an 
institutional 
setting," 
the 
report says. "Parent and child 
early 
education 
can also 
prevent 
far 
more 
costly 
remediation later." 
Both 
elem entary 
and 
secondary schools should be 
required to offer courses in 
family 
life 
education, 
the 
report recommends. 


In 
addition, 
junior 
and 
senior high schools should 
offer courses in prenatal and 
child growth and develop­ 
ment All in-school expectant 
parents should be required to 
take the courses, the report 
recommends. 
The report pointed out that 
one of every 10 17-year-old 
girls is a mother These teen­ 
age parents need immediate 
guidance 
in 
becoming 
effective parents, the report 
says. 


But all students can benefit 
from training of this sort, the 
report states. 
“Parent 
education 
can 
prepare 
teenagers 
to 
anticipate the requirements 
and demands of child rearing 
and, it is hoped, help to stem 
the incidents of infanticide 
and child abuse." the report 
says. 


The 
rep o rt 
also 
recommended 
that 
schools 
provide adult education in 
prenatal development, child 
care and parenting skills as a 
community service. 
In addition, teachers should 
be provided with pre-service 
and 
tn-service training 
in 
these areas, and in working 
effectively 
with 
parents 
concerning these areas. 
Finally, the report says the 
state should provide aid for 
full-day 
kin d erg a rten 
programs on the same basis 
that state aid is provided for 
other regular programs.

Legislators needed to update 
tvorkmenrs compensation 


JEFFERSON CITY - After 
spending almost one year and 
$7,500 
to 
study 
needed 
revisions 
in 
Missouri’s 
workmen’s 
compensation 
laws, 12 recommendations 
made 
to 
the 
General 
Assembly 
by 
the 
state 
committee on Workmen’s 
Compensation still remain 
ideas. 
Of seven bills introduced in 
the last session of the 
legislature, 
only 
one, 
increasing the minimum 
funeral expense compensation 
from $800 to $1,200, became 
law. 
The committee’s work, 
which includes state-wide 
hearings for testimony on the 
problems 
with 
workmen’s 
compensation, is continuing. 
An updated report will be 
completed by Dec. 1. 
In his own effort to initiate 
changes 
in 
workmen’s 
compensation laws, 
Gov. 
Christopher Bond 
has 
appointed 
an 
ad 
hoc 
com mittee 
to 
make 
recommendations to him. 
The committee, led by 
George E i Taff, a Labor and 
Industrial 
Relations 
Commissioner, 
has been 
working since June and also 
will have its report to Bond by 
Dec. 1. 
Richard Rousselot, director 
of the Division of Workmen’s 
Compensation, says it is the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
legislators on the committee 
to promote the legislation. 
One committee member, 
Judith O’Connor, D£t. Louis, 
says the short session of the 
election year was partly to 
blame for so little action being 
taken on the committee’s 
recommendations. 
“I spent a lot of my own 
time on the hearings,” she 
says, “and I feel like I’d like to 
get more accomplished.” 
Members of the workmen’s 
compensation division agree. 
According to Rousselot, a 
report of federal guidelines 
will soon be released which 
give states only two years to 
come into compliance with 
federal standards. 
If they fail to comply, 
Rousselot says, the federal 
government could come in and 
take over the workmen’s 
compensation program. 
Three 
of the original 
recommendations cover the 
areas most in need of change, 
Rousselot says. 
One of the proposals would 
set the maximum benefit for 
temporary total disability at 


two-thirds of the average 
weekly industrial wage. This 
would represent about a 12 per 
cent increase in the present 
maximum compensation of 
$95 per week. 
Rousselot says several other 
states now use this formula for 
determining the 
rate 
of 
compensation. 
The 
committee 
also 
proposed changes in two areas 
that would eliminate some 
employers exemptions from 
carrying 
workmen’s 
compensation. 
These would take off the 
limitations on the number of 
employes, 7, and the amount 
of payroll, $2,500 per year, 
which now exempt employers 
from the requirement to carry 
coverage. 
Under the changes, any 
employer, no matter how few 
persons he employs, would 
have to provide them with 
coverage if his annual payroll 
is more than $1,000. 
The 
third 
important 
recommendation for updating 
Missouri’s laws deals with 
rehabilitation of disabled 
workers. 
Committee member Grover 
Field, 
treasurer of 
the 
Missouri State Labor Council, 
says this is the most important 
area 
of 
workmen’s 
compensation. He says the 
emphasis by the federal 
government 
is 
now 
on 
vocational, as well as physical 
rehabilitation. 
Field says the emphasis 
should be toward “giving a 
person the confidence that 
they can (to a job even though 
they’ve been hurt and laid 
off.” 
Missouri law now provides 
for physical rehabilitation, but 
offers nothing in the area of 
vocational rehabilitation. 
Another federal recommen­ 
dation Field stresses is the 
development of a method to 
speed claim settlements. 
Because 
of 
unclear 
definitions on what exactly 
constitutes a “work related” 
injury, Field says there is 
often a long delay between the 
time a claim is filed and the 
time the injured worker is 
paid. 
O’Connor says the moat 
frequently heard complaints 
in the committee's hearings 
since January have been 
about the promptness of claim 
settlements. 
“People feel they are put 
off,” O’Connor says. “They 
have to wait until they are 
desperate, and consequently 


they settle for less than they 
feel they are entitled to.” 
One solution the committee 
studied was the California 
system 
of 
workmen’s 
compensation. 
In 
California, 
both 
the 
worker and the employer pay 
into a fund, and when the 
worker is injured, he gets paid 
immediately 
following 
his 
claim. 
The decision 
on 
whether his injury was “work 
related” does not effect the 
fact that he gets paid. 
Another recommendation 
was made 
to add two 
administrative law judges and 
one legal advisor to the staff of 
the Division of Workmen’s 
Compensation. 
Rousselot says this would 
ease the work load on the 
present staff at a cost of about 
$50,000 per year. He says the 
division’s funds are in good 
shape 
and could easily 
accommodate the added staff. 
The Division of Workmen’s 
Compensation operates on 
funds raised by a three per 
cent tax 
on 
workmen’s 
compensation 
insurance 
policies. 
Also recommended was a 
measure which would require 
employers to give notice of 
the reason for termination of 
disability payments within 
seven days after termination. 
Under present law, no notice 
is required.

Cocido hails from Spain

Cocido, a Spanish soup-stew, 
has recently cotne into great 
favor at our house. Once you 
try it, you too may want to of­ 
fer it regularly. 
We enjoy serving Cocido for 
a light supper during the week 
or on Sunday. It’s so easy to 
have ready, to heat and put on 
the table. With the Cocido you 
need lots of crusty bread and 
sweet butter; after it, salad 
and perhaps cheese, then des­ 
sert. 
Yams or sweet potatoes are 
often used in Cocido and classic 
recipes call for adding them to 
the pot during the last 20 min­ 
utes or so of cooking. When we 
tried this, we found the solid 
pieces in the soup-stew stuck to 
the bottom of the pot. Now we 
steam the yams separately and 
add them along with their 
sweet juices. You’ll find direc­ 
tions for doing this in the fol­ 
lowing recipe which is strictly 
our own version of the dish. 
COCIDO U.S.A. 
4 pound chorizo, sliced 
4-inch thick (pork sausage, 


specially seasoned, 
available in some 
supermarkets and specialty 
food shops) 
14 pounds chuck beef for 
stew, 1-inch cubes 
1 large ( 4 to 1 pound) 
Spanish onion, coarsely 
chopped 
2 medium carrots, pared and 
thinly sliced 
1 can (1 pound) peeled plum 
tomatoes, undrained 
2 tablespoons instant beef 
granules dissolved in 5 
cups water 
1 can (1 pound, 5 ounces) 
chick peas, undrained 
4 to 1 pound yams (pared 
and cut into 2-inch chunks), 
steamed according to note 
below 
Salt and pepper to taste 
In a 5-quart saucepot lightly 
brown the chorizo; remove with 
a slotted spoon. To drippings in 
saucepot add beef and brown 
briskly; just before beef has 
finished browning, add onion 
and stir to brown lightly. Add 
carrots, tomatoes and 
beef 
bouillon; simmer, covered, un­ 


til beef is tender — about 14 


hours. Chill; remove some of 
the hardened fat according to 
the note below. Add chick peas 
and the steamed yams and 
their 
juices 
plus 
salt 
and 
pepper; reheat. Serve in large 
soup bowls as a main dish. 
Makes 6 servings.

Polly’s Pointers 


DEAR POLLY — I am answering the reader who wanted to 
know how to treat feathers to be used for making pillows. I 
was the oldest of nine children. We had little money, so we ate 
lots of wild ducks and geese. Mom used the feathers to make 
pillows and feather beds. She did nothing to them. Only goose 
and duck feathers were ever used, since Mom thought the 
feathers from other birds were too stiff. The birds were dry 
picked from the necks down and any dirty or bloody feathers 
were discarded. The stiff wing and tail feathers were never 
used. Such feathers can be washed but do not dry in a dryer or 
the bright sunlight, since you do not want to draw the natural 
oils from the feathers. Ours lasted for years and I do not 
remember ever throwing any of them away. I think manufac­ 
turers now use chicken feathers that are chopped and curled. 
Mom turned her nose up at chicken feathers saying they were 
too heavy. — GRACE. 
DEAR POLLY — When I prepare feathers to use in pillow, I 
pluck the wild birds dry and save only the softest of the 
feathers. If you scald the birds and the feathers are wet, it is 
easy to go on and wash them. Make a comfortably warm 
detergent suds in a large bucket, add feathers and squeeze 
around like fine washables. Squeeze out and put them in pail of 
clear warm rinse water. I pour feathers through a colander to 
get all the water out. After squeezing last of water out (out of 
doors) and pushing against bottom of the colander, I dump the 
feathers into an old pillowcase, fasten the top securely and 
hang on the clothesline, being sure to go out and fluff them up 
every so often. It usually takes two or three days of nice 
weather to completely dry them. I prefer putting fewer in a 
bag so I do not have to worry about mustiness if they are slow 
in drying. Strip feathers from quills if any are stiff so all is 
soft as down. — ELSIE.

Polish dull fridge 
with kitchen wax

Polly’s Problem 


D EA R PO LLY — My refrigerator stands right next to 
the stove 1 always try to remember to wipe it off when I 
wash dishes, but sometimes I forget One day. I really 
had to use some elbow grease and scouring powder It 
dulled the enamel. Now any grease sticks like glue I am 
afraid to use more scouring powder for fear all the 
enamel w ill come off My refrigerator is 15 years old 
and I do not want to paint it. I wonder if there is any 
other solution to keep the grease from adhering —

D E A R MRS. W.O. — After you get the refrigerator 


grease free by using a non-abrasive household cleaner, 
apply either kitchen or automobile wax. This should af­ 
ford some protection from grease splatters. — PO LLY . 


D EA R PO LLY — I am answering the reader who wanted to 
know how to treat feathers to be used for making pillows I 
was the oldest of nine children We had little money, so we ate 
lots of wild ducks and geese Mom used the feathers to make 
pillows and feather beds. She did nothing to them Only goose 
and duck feathers were ever used, since Mom thought the 
feathers from other birds were too stiff. The birds were dry 
picked from the necks down and any dirty or bloody feathers 
were discarded The stiff wing and tail feathers were never 
used Such feathers can be washed but do not dry in a dryer or 
the bright sunlight, since you do not want to draw the natural 
oils from the feathers. Ours lasted for years and I do not 
remember ever throwing any of them away I think manufac­ 
turers now use chicken feathers that are chopped and curled 
Mom turned her nose up at chicken feathers saying they were 
too heavy — G RA C E. 
D EA R PO LLY — When I prepare feathers to use in pillow. I 
pluck the wild birds dry and save only the softest of the 
feathers If you scald the birds and the feathers are wet. it is 
easy to go on and wash them Make a comfortably warm 
detergent suds in a large bucket, add feathers and squeeze 
around like fine washables. Squeeze out and put them in pail of 
clear warm rinse water. I pour feathers through a colander to 
get all the water out After squeezing last of water out (out of 
doors) and pushing against bottom of the colander, I dump the 
feathers into an old pillowcase, fasten the top securely and 
hang on the clothesline, being sure to go out and fluff them up 
every so often. It usually takes two or three days of nice 
weather to completely dry them I prefer putting fewer in a 
bag so I do not have to worry about mustiness if they are slow 
in drying Strip feathers from quills if any are stiff so all is 
soft as down — E L S IE

Cocido, a Spanish soup-stew, 
has recently come into great 
favor at our house. Once you 
try it, you too may want to of­ 
fer it regularly. 
We enjoy serving Cocido for 
a light supper during the week 
or on Sunday. It's so easy to 
have ready, to heat and put on 
the table. With the Cocido you 
need lots of crusty bread and 
sweet butter; after it, salad 
and perhaps cheese, then des­ 
sert. 
Yam s or sweet potatoes are 
often used in Cocido and classic 
recipes call for adding them to 
the pot during the last 20 min­ 
utes or so of cooking When we 
tried this, we found the solid 
pieces in the soup-stew stuck to 
the bottom of the pot. Now we 
steam the yams separately and 
add them 
along 
with 
their 
sweet juices. You’ll find direc­ 
tions for doing this in the fol­ 
lowing recipe which is strictly 
our own version of the dish. 
COCIDO U S A. 
4 pound chorizo, sliced 
4-inch thick (pork sausage, 


specially seasoned, 
available in some 
supermarkets and specialty 
food shops) 
14 pounds chuck beef for 
stew, 1-inch cubes 
1 large (4 to 1 pound) 
Spanish onion, coarsely 
chopped 
2 medium carrots, pared and 
thinly sliced 
1 can (1 pound) peeled plum 
tomatoes, undrained 
2 tablespoons instant beef 
granules dissolved in 5 
cups water 
1 can (1 pound, 5 ounces) 
chick peas, undrained 
4 to 1 pound yams ( pared 
and cut into 2-mch chunks), 
steamed according to note 
below 
Salt and pepper to taste 
In a 5-quart saucepot lightly 
brown the chorizo; remove with 
a slotted spoon. To drippings in 
saucepot add beef and brown 
briskly; just before beef has 
finished browning, add onion 
and stir to brown lightly. Add 
carrots, 
tomatoes 
and 
beef 
bouillon; simmer, covered, un­ 


til beef is tender — about 14 


hours. Chill; remove some of 
the hardened fat according to 
the note below. Add chick peas 
and the steamed yarns and 
their 
juices 
plus 
salt 
and 
pepper; reheat. Serve in large 
soup bowls as a main dish.

JEFFERSO N CITY - A 
report prepared for the 
Governor’s 
Conference 
on 
Education 
recommends 
increased statewide planning 
and funding of education and 
services related to pre-school 
children and their parents. 
The "Early Childhood and 
Parent 
Ed u catio n ” 
recommendations will 
be 
considered by the 700-member 
governor’s conference when it 
convenes Dec. 2 in Columbia. 
The conference, established 
by Gov. Christopher S. Bond, 
is charged with recommend­ 
ing goals for education in 
Missouri which will serve as a 
basis of direction for public 
education during the next 
quarter century. 
The conference, chaired by 
Lt. Gov. William C. Phelps, 
will consider recommenda­ 
tions in four other areas of 
concentration — educational 
finance, 
governance, 
ac­ 
countability and vocational 
education. 
In the area of early 
childhood 
and 
parent 
education, 
the 
steering 
committee’s recommenda­ 
tions concentrate on programs 
educating both the pre-school 
child and his parent. 
The report calls for the 
establishment and implemen­ 
tation of a statewide plan 
for services related to the 
development and learning of 
children from birth to age six. 
This 
plan 
would 
be 
developed 
through 
the 
Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education, and 
would include all agencies 
having 
responsibility 
for 
services to young children. It 
would be used to avoid 
duplication and fragmentation 
of services and to provide for 
greater 
equalization 
of 
services throughout the state, 
the report says. 
The 
state 
education 
department 
would 
be 
responsible for coordinating 
these agencies, but would not 
be responsible- for creating 
new services or agencies. 
The report also suggests 
that the state department of 
education begin a statewide 
media campaign intended to 
create public awareness and 
educate 
parents on 
the 
importance of early childhood 
learning. 
The School Foundation 
Formula should be revised to 
fund 
parent 
and 
child 
education 
programs and 
services, and make them 
available to families with 
children from birth to age 
five, the report says. This also 
would include early childhood 
special education programs. 
"It should be noted that 
assisting parents in fostering 
the child’s development and 
learning in the home can be 
done for 
little cost as 
compared to programs in an 
institutional setting,” 
the 
report says. "Parent and child 
early education can 
also 
prevent far more costly 
remediation later." 
Both 
elementary 
and 
secondary schools should be 
required to offer courses in 
family life education, the 
report recommends. 


In addition, junior ami 
senior high schools should 
offer courses in prenatal and 
child growth and develop­ 
ment. Ail in-school expectant 
parents should be required to 
take the courses, the report 
recommends. 
The report pointed out that 
one of every 10 17-year-old 
girls is a mother. These teen­ 
age parents need immediate 
guidance 
in 
becoming 
effective parents, the report 
says. 


But all students can benefit 
from training of this sort, the 
report states. 
"Parent education can 
prepare 
teenagers 
to 
anticipate the requirements 
and demands of child rearing 
and, it is hoped, help to stem 
the incidents of infanticide 
and child abuse,” the report 
says. 


The 
report 
also 
recommended that schools 
provide adult education in 
prenatal development, child 
care and parenting skills as a 
community service. 
In addition, teachers should 
be provided with pre-service 
and in-service training in 
these areas, and in working 
effectively 
with 
parents 
concerning these areas. 
Finally, the report says the 
state should provide aid for 
full-day 
kindergarten 
programs on the same basis 
that state aid is provided for 
other regular programs.
